“| HRISTMAS is a holiday for children. But at 

Christmas, who is not a child? At Christ- 

“4 mas we are all children, not in years 

perhaps, but at heart, children of God. Christmas 
is our recognition of the child in our heart. 

Christmas is for children and celebrates the 
birth of a child. Yet how different it is from most 
birthdays! When we celebrate the birthday of 
most great men, we think of the grown man and 
his achievements. But when we celebrate the birth- 
day of Christ, it is not the man Jesus that we think 
of; but the Holy Infant, wrapped in swaddling 
clothes, lying in a manger. 

Who is this child of Christmas, born so lowly, 
yet life’s King? His mother knew as she held 
Him to her heart. The shepherds knew, for they 
left their sheep on the hills to seek Him where He 
lay. The cattle in the stalls knew, for they knelt 
in the straw and worshipped Him. The angels 
knew, for they sang Him hallelujahs as He slept. 
The Wise Men knew, for they came from afar to 
give Him gifts. 

We too can know, if we seek in our heart, for 
it is into our heart that we must turn from keeping 
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our sheep if we would kneel in adoration of the 
Lord. It is from our heart that we must give our 
gifts. It is in our heart the star will rise. It is with 
our heart that we can hear the angels sing. Christ- 
mas celebrates an event of the heart, a spiritual 
advent, the birth of the Christ in us.

happens to him. He has illimitable time because 
he has inexhaustible energy. A child has childlike 
faith—I will not say in miracles, because in a 
child’s world, what is not a miracle? A child ac- 
cepts no limits in his thoughts; can lift a loco- 
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motive, fly to Mars, become king of the world. 
There is no eventuality too impossible to achieve. 
A child is delighted with any trifle and not over- 
whelmed by catastrophe. He can be himself in 
the presence of the President. Accepting himself 
—as child of man and God—he has a sense of 
equality with all human beings and is without 
grown-up pretentiousness. 

Above all, to be a child is to be alive to the 
wonder and joy of life. This is why Christmas is 
for children. Christmas is for those who have a 
sense of the wonder and joy of life. 

Christmas is a season of the year, but even 
more it is a season in the mind, less a day than a 
delight of spirit. All of us have to live through 
the day, but only those who find the child in the 
heart truly celebrate Christmas. For it is not just 
a happening in time; it happens in the heart. 
Christmas is childheartedness. 

When we find the child in the heart; then the 
crowds are not just noisy people getting in our 


way on the street or at the shop counter, keeping | 
us from doing our business as quickly as we might. 
The crowds become part of the great human 

family to which we too belong. The very number ' 
of people, all bent on one purpose—to give, not \ 
to get—the elbow-to-elbow closeness of us and t 


our neighbor—and at Christmas the stranger in ( 
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the street is our neighbor—makes us no longer 
lonely and alone, but aware that we are all one 
human-kindness; and this sense of man-to-man- 
ness, leaping from happy face to happy face, like 
an electric spark, leaps through us too, charging 
us with the fire of life and the warmth of love as 
we walk. 

Then, when we step into the snow, the snow 
becomes not just a bother underfoot, wet and 
slippery and cold. The snow becomes the white 
robe of holiness and innocence thrown around the 
grimy shoulders of the world like God’s forgiving 
love. And as it wraps us round, coming down as 
silently as sleep, as still as prayer, falling on our 
thoughts like peace; we step out of our self and 
out of our cares and sense the brooding of the 
Holy Spirit over living things. 

Then, the notion of Santa Claus drawn in a 
reindeer sleigh across the rooftops of the world, 
visiting every chimney and every child on a single 
night, is not just a poet’s fancy. It is an affirmation 
of the power of the human mind to sparkle and 
create, and of the world and life constantly to 
amaze. It is a realization that man must never 
wholly give up his willingness to believe in the 
wonderful preposterous. It is the awareness that 
truth may not only be thought of as Newton’s law 
of gravitation or Einstein’s theory of relativity; 
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truth may also be thought of as a merry, ancient, 
ageless, white-bearded, red-suited elf, pouring out 
gifts with no thought of return and blessing man- 
kind with laughter and good will. 

Then, a gift becomes not just a tie or a hand- 
kerchief, or a gadget we did not need, but the 
love that prompted it, and the excitement that 
went into the search for it, and the joy that flow- 
ered in the giving of it. 

Then, the story of the Babe born long ago in 
a starlit stable far away becomes not just a tale that 
is told, but an event that takes place in our own 
heart. 

Then, for a season we can lose ourselves to the 
magic of imagination, and our world can become 
as beautiful as a child’s dream—yes, even the 
dreams he dreams on Christmas Eve. 

For here is candlelight, greeting cards, church 
bells, carolers, holly wreaths, mistletoe, trees full 
of light, snowfall, starlight, hearth fire, heart 
glow, Santa Claus, reindeer, stockings by the 
mantel, giving, good will, joy in living, peace. 
Here is a child, mothered by a Virgin, cradled in 
a manger, worshipped by shepherds, angels, 
beasts, and Wise Men, watched by the brightest 
star that ever shone. 

There is little that is reasonable about Christ- 
mas. Christmas is impossible, implausible, and 
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marvelous, much too unbelievable ever to believe 
—unless we have faith and imagination, unless 
we can become a child at heart! 

For Christmas is only a small part fact, mostly 
imagination. It hardly ever snows on Christmas, 
but whoever thinks of Christmas always thinks of 
it as white! The tree by the window is often 
skimpy, but no one when he thinks of Christmas 
trees has less than a perfect tree in mind, straight, 
green, full-branched, touching the ceiling, laden 
with baubles, dancing with lights! 

Hardly anybody has a hearth, yet we scarcely 
speak of Christmas and the Yule log blazes up in 
our thoughts and makes so comfortable a fire that 
we can sit and dream awhile by its warmth. 

Has anyone ever really seen Santa Claus? But 
does anyone know a flesh-and-blood person who 
is a more familiar figure or more dearly loved! 

How many times have carolers sung outside 
your window in the night? Yet we scarcely need to 
listen to hear child voices rise: 

“O come, all ye faithful, joyful and triumphant, 

O come ye, O come ye to Bethlehem.” 

But to say that Christmas is mostly’ imagina- 
tion does not mean that it is unreal. It may be 
that imagination—how close akin to faith!—is 
the truest revealer of reality. 

Surely that which warms hearts and fires minds 
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and makes human beings less selfish for awhile, 
that which charges the air with wonder and joy— 
and Christmas does all this—surely, this is the es- 
sence of reality. 

Prosy facts are not reality. How many of yes- 
terday’s facts have been shown today to be only 
a foolish fancy; how many of today’s foolish 
fancies will be tomorrow's facts! This has been 
proved many times by men with imagination 
enough to see through the facts to the dream be- 
yond and with faith enough to turn their dream in- 
to fact. In this world, what is dream and what is 
fact? Is not a truth only a dream come true? 

A man has many gifts, but none greater than 
the ability to see more than appears to the eye. 
Perhaps, this is why we like candlelight at Christ- 
mas. An electric bulb is better for examining sur- 
faces or taking things apart, but at Christmas, com- 
ing as it does in winter's dark at year’s end, we 
are trying to see through the drab appearance of 
things to the creative spirit that forever bubbles 
up, a many-colored fountain of beauty and joy 
and life, from the secret springs of being. Imagi- 
nation, like a candle, casts a little light, but ah, 
how deep its radiance can penetrate! 

Imagination, imagination! Without it, every 
gift is bare! With it, any gift is golden! 

Watch how quickly a child turns from all his 
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expensive toys to a bedraggled doll or even to a 
pocketful of treasured stones—not much to look 
at with our grown-up eyes, but he is seeing with 
imagination. 

My own favorite playthings were a few hand- 
fuls of bottle caps picked up in alleys. With these 
on the rug of the living room floor, I slew dragons, 
waged wars, captured castles and cities, fought 
duals, explored the wilderness, circled the globe, 
visited strange planets, lived and fought and 
loved and suffered and triumphed with all the 
heroes and villains of literature and with a num- 
ber known only to me. No conceivable toy that 
anyone could have given me for Christmas, no 
fantastic device or invention, could have contained 
half the romance and adventure as those hand- 
fuls of bottle caps and that headful of imagina- 
tion. 

It is because of imagination that Christmas Day 
itself sometimes brings a little disappointment. 
So long as we are anticipating Christmas, we let 
the light of our imagination shine, and everything 
sparkles! But on Christmas Day itself, we may 
rely entirely on our eyes, though we need imagina- 
tion just as much. For it is only through the magic 
of imagination that the simple gifts and tinseled 
tree can be transformed into a vision and delight. 

That is why a gift we get from a child means so 
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much. He probably bought it at the dime store. It 
may be only a bar of soap or cheap perfume or a 
handkerchief. But watching his face as we open 
his gift, we come very close to the love and joy 
and excitement and faith that are Christmas. 

And at Christmas a child offers every one of us 
a gift. Who is the child? It is the Christ child. 
It is the child in our heart. And He offers us the 
gift of His childlikeness. It makes no difference 
where we are or what we are doing, for a moment 
of our life, we can be as a child, not the child we 
were, but the perfect child we are at heart. 
Through the window of our imagination we can 
catch a glimpse of the wonder, not only of things 
but at the heart of reality. 

O child at the shop window, peering through 
the snowy pane at such toys as exist only on the 
other side of the window of imagination, let us— 
like you—have always time to stop and stare at 
the ten thousand things that lie around us. Let us 
always be sensitive to the beautiful and strange, 
and sensitive enough to see that ordinary things 
are also beautiful and strange. Let us have the joy 
of anticipation and the capacity for excitement so 
that wherever we go we will find a glitter in the 
street and a glory in the mind. 

O child in toyland, about to confide your 
fondest dreams to Santa Claus, may we always 
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keep a sense of the marvelous and never grow too 
old to believe in our dreams. In the midst of trou- 
bles and cares, may we have your trust in the 
good Presence. 

O child on Christmas morning, peering down 
through the banisters at the heaped-up fulfillment 
of your hopes, may we always have the same ca- 
pacity to find the whole of heart’s desire in a 
single moment of time, and yet have enthusiasm 
for eternity! 

O Christ child, love of God, love of man, and 
love of life, be born in me to grow! I may not 
yet be spiritual man, but I am the child of the 
Spirit, and the child will grow to be the man. 

And now I have the powers of a child, the gifts 
of a child, the faith, and joy and wonder of a 
child, the immortal child, the child of God. 

O Christmas child, child in the heart, awake in 
me and smile!
